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REMARKS 



Present Status of the A pplication 

Claims 1-4, 15 and 16 were rejected under 35 JJ.S.C. 103(a) as being anticipated 
by Drori et al. (US 004642182) (hereinafter Drori) in view of Strauss (US 005401404) 
(hereinafter Strauss). Claim 12 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being anticipated 
by Drori in view of Strauss and further in view of Uhlenbrock (US006858051B2) and 
Lavery et. al (US0034J3778). Claim 17 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
anticipated by Drori in view of Strauss further in view of Sprouse (US002929464). 
Claims 5-1 1 and 13-14 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim. 
For at least the following reasons, Applicants respectfully submit claims 1-4, 12, and 15- 
17 are in proper condition for allowance and reconsideration of this application is 
respectfully requested. 

nisciission "f Office Ac *™ Rejections 

The Office Action rejected claims 1-4, 15 and 16 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
anticipated by Drori in view of Strauss. The Office Action rejected claim 12 under 35 
' U.S.C. 103(a) as being anticipated by Drori in view of Strauss and further in view of 
Uhlenbrock and Lavery et. al. The Office Action rejected claim 17 under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being anticipated by Drori in view of Strauss and further in view of Sprouse. 
The Office Action objected Cairns 5-1 1 and 13-14 as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim. 
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in response to the rejection thereto, Applicants have amended claim 1. and hereby 
otherwise traverse this rejection. As such, Applicants submit that the claim 1 and its 
dependent claims 2-17 are novel and unobvious over Drori, Strauss, Uhlenbrock. Uvery, 
Sprouse or any of the other cited references, taken a.one or in combination, and thus 
should be allowed. 

The features are recited in claim 1 . For example, independent e.aim 1 recited the 
features. 

With respect to claim 1, as currently amended, recites in part: 

l.A pipe trap for filtering gaseous exhaust, comprising: 
. . . ; and 

a plurality of mesh filters for fllterlnp the particles from th e 
gaseous exhaust set up inside the pipe , 

(Emphasis added) 

Applicants submit that such a pipe trap for filtering gaseous exhaust, as set forth 
in Cairns as currently amended, is neither taught, discioscd, nor suggested by Drori, 
Strauss, or any of the other cited references, taken alone or in combination. 

Dr0 ri does not teach or disclose a pipe trap for flitting g-eous exhaust, 
comprising: »« pH~«y offers se, u P M. *.

Strauss ( f,g- 2, col. 4, lines 16-17) discloses plastic mesh separator pads S2 and 84

pads 82 and 84 disclosed in Straus, reference arc uaed fo, removing rrtu* oil from werer. 
M ft. presen. invention (as shown in [0043]) .caches .ha. the mesh niters are used for 
removing me particles from .he gaseous exhaus.. The function of plastic mesh se P ara,or 
pads disclosed in Strauss is different from the nteah .liters disclosed in presenr invention, 
so that the ..rttcrure of plastic mean separator pads disclosed in Shauaa is differcn, from 
, h£ mesh Hirers diacloaed in preacnt Invention. The an- M< » —> - —

exhaust as proposed by Ihc Examiner.
